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THOS. E. HOWARTON ‘Death Removes Head of Selective Service Board 


PNBUIMONEA VICTIN 
DIES LAST NGHT 


Succumbing to a 10 days at- 
tack of bronchial pneumonia, 
Thomas E. Howarton, rancher and 
prominent citizen, passed away at 
11 o’clock last night at his home, 
1695 North Mountain avenue. 

Although a number of his 
friends knew of his illness, still his 
death came as a grievous shock 
to relatives and friends. 

A native of Tempe, Ariz., Mr. 





Howarton was 47 years of age. 


‘He had lived in Upland for many 
years and was a successful cit- 
rus rancher, vf uate 

In addition to operating. his 
ranch, Mr. Howarton gave much 
of his time to public affairs, al- 
ways being ready to do what ever 
would be of benefit to others. 

He held the sincere esteem of 
all who knew him and enjoyed the 
warm affection of many \personal 
friends. 

Mr. Howarton had served as 
«Chairman of the Upland selective 
“service board since its organiza- 
‘tion on October 7, 1940, and his 
‘able direction has been largely re- 
sponsible for the efficient opera- 
‘tion of the board. 

“He served in the army air corps 
for nearly two years during the 
first World war and he was among 
the first to help organize the 
American Legion with the view of 
assisting the war veterans. 

For 25 years he was active in 
Legion affairs and held many of- 
ficial positions. He served as com- 
mander of the Upland post and 
as commander of the district or- 
ganization. He also was a mem- 
‘ber of important district, state 
sand national committees and was 
an encumbent member of the na- 
‘tional committee of Sons of the 
American Legion. He had been 
‘a@ member of the Presbyterian 
church for many years. 

Surviving Mr. Howarton are his
